It is proposed, 
in the event of being unable to purchase 
the right kind of motor for the machine, 
that an engine be built in the manual 
training school. 

Who the aviator will be when the 
machine is completed is yet a mooted 
question. In February a glider owned 
by Dana Estes will be brought out upon 
a great hill on the Estes estate and 
practise in gliding undertaken. Carl Syl- 
vester of the Harvard Aeronautical So- 
ciety will coach the boys.

If gold certificates could be issued 
against the gold bullion, Mr. MacVeagh 
savs, the Jarger part of the cost could 
be saved without in any way impairing 
the redeemability the certificates, and 
at the same time bankers and exchange 
dealers would be in position to get gold 
bars, which they prefer tor purposes of 
export, with greater promptness and less 
expense. In view of the fact that the 
United States produces nearly $100,000.- 
000 in gold a year, Mr. MacVeagh says 
the “inewitable drift” of gold must be 
‘away from this country and that it 

especially desirable that a. considerable 
part of the gold we produce should not 
be converted at once into coin. 

It is the opinion of the secretary that 
his plan will afford abundant safeguards 
against the excessive reduction of de- 
posits of United States gold coin held 
against -the “gold certificates, in requir- 
ing that the amount of gold bullion and 
foreign coin so held shall at no time 
exceed one third of the total amount of 
gold certificates outstanding, and in pro- 
viding that the receipt of gold bullion 
and foreign gold coin shall always re- 
‘main at the discretion of the secretary 
of the treasury.

THE net result politically of the elections in 
the United Kingdom is a gain of one vote 
for the government.

| carry Wick Barghs meant a loss of one 
vote to that party and a corresponding gain 
for the coalition, so that the latter can now 
| muster 597 votes, making its majority in the 
first Parliament of King George V. 126. as against 124 before 
dissolution. .A remarkable phase of the matter is that the Liberal 
and Unionist parties are tied. 

Of course, any government which either party might attempt 
to establish independently of the Laborites and Nationalists could 
not exist bevond the first division. Under somewhat similar condi- 
tions in Gladstone's time the anti-home-rule elements in the Liberal 
and Conservative parties joined hands and formed what has been 
since known as the Uniomst party. It is not probable, but, in case 
a too radical program should be imposed upon Premier Asquith, 
or shouldbe pressed upon the Wing, it is possible that a conservative 
alliance might be formed which would not only upset the present 
ministry and its program, but put a quietus on all advanced and 
home rule legislation tor vears to come. 

The great stumbling block in the way of the Liberal govern- 
ment today 1s the House of Lords. While trom a moral point of 
view that chamber has been steadily losing prestige for vears past. 
its composition, power and integrity have. not been affected by recent 
elections. It is still an establishment to be reckoned with. It has 
permitted it to be made known that it will willingly assent to 
certain measures intended for its reformation. It has gone so far 
as to undertake some ot these reforms itself. But up to the present 
moment it retains the veto power. No measure can become law 
without its consent. It can now. as formerly, withhold its con- 
sent and force the government to go before the people for another 
vote of confidence. It is, in reality, the supreme legislative power. 
since by retusing to concur it can, as it repeatedly has, set the 
work of the House of Commons at naught. It can at the comine 
meeting of Parhament, asin the last. unless it shall bv some means 
he mandates that have been 
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are important enough to warrant the New Haven in seeing to it 
that, as a business proposition, thev shall not eventually become 
a part of some rival system.

One of the earliest 
articles for adornment, furs mean to civiliza- 
tion both a necessity and a luxury. Pioneer 
existence in the higher latitudes was closely 
identified with trapping of  fur-bearing 
annals. Species that are now almost extinct 
roamed the country when the -ax for the 
first time laid Jow the forests. — The silver 
gray fox, the mink, the sable, the marten. 
the otter, the beaver, seemed as plentiful then as they now seem 
scarce. When-the Indian brought something with which to barter, 
It might have been a pelt now worth dts weight in gold. 

That the demand for furs and the rarity of certain species 
have advanced prices is a natural conclusion. On the authority 
ot American consuls stationed in Canada some skins bring today 
nine times as much as they (did a few years ago. ‘Throughout the 
Yukon district, not long since a “happy hunting grountl” for the 
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ing martens, which were plentiful enough in 1901, the number of 
skins dropped from 53624 in that vear to 112 in 1910. Conditions 
in the Yukon are said to be paralleled throughout Canada. The 
supply has diminished; the price lias enormously increased. es 

The conservation of certain fur-bearwig animals may not. be 
the entire solution, but such action may aid in clearing up the situa- 
tion. I*or it is not in every direction that the fur supply 1s cut 
short. Many varieties heretofore not looked upon with approbation 
could be enlisted in the service. ‘The ermine and the silver gray 
fox are not the only kinds of furs of value. In fact, some of the 
skins tabooed by fashion have as much intrinsic worth as those 
considered equal to a king’s ransom. If the “cotton tail” rabbits, 
for instance, were very scarce, might not this plebeian even have 
a chance to enter the company of the elect? 

There is, of course, no question that the expensive furs of the 
present are very handsome. ‘Thev have earned their reputation. 
Their cost is great. their value indisputable. But why cannot the 
ordinary kinds of tur stand on their own merits? The buyer gets 
no better value merely ‘because the purchase looks to be more thar: 
it really is. It is not .the merchant who practises deception. fle 
sells the fur for what it is, with the amphfication, perhaps, that it 
looks just like the genuine article. But traveling under false colors 
adds nothing to the comfort that the fur bestows. And it is doubt- 
ful if imitation methods add anything to the beauty of the original. 

As concerns the United States. there is no doubt that, next to 
Russia, this country is the world’s best fur gustomer. Price ts

The House of Commons, as matters stand now. cannot 
abolish the veto power of the House of Lords or the House of 
Lords itself, without the consent of that body. It cannot reform 
the House of Lords without the consent of that body. 

And yet it is as clear as davhght to IWKing, premier, Lords, 
Commons and people that something must be done to break the 
deadlock, that this something shall be remedial rather than revolu- 
tionary, and that, for the good not only of the three kingdoms 
but of the empire, a solution of the problem should be tound quickly. 

The King and the premier are now in conference with these 
ends in view. The disposition of the monarch naturally is toward 
compromise and concihation. Presumably the premier would readily 
fall in with the King’s views, cyen should they be extreme, in this 
regard, providing they involved no surrender of the great political 
advantage which the Liberal party has gained through three elec- 
tions. But the premier cannot go betore the House of Commons 
with a program that will deprive him of radical and coalition 
support. His resignation might as well accompany a statement to 
the effect that he had accepted terms, even at the urgent solicitation 
of the King, from the House of Lords, and that under these terms 
things were going to run along, with slight improvement here and 
there, practically as they have been. 

The King, it seems likely, will not place the premier in any 
such position. He realizes too clearly that whatever is done now 
must be done with the view to a permanent settlement of the 
ereatest constitutional question that has arisen in Great Britain 
since the time of the Stuarts.

New Haven-Boston & Maine system would derive benefit from 
their purchase.

The John D. Rockefellér gift just made to the Chicago, Univer- 
sity carries with it responsibilities, of course, and these will take on 
the form otf obhgations which wall involve an imerease in- fixed 
charges. It requires a great deal of capital sometimes to carry 
donations of this nature. What proportion of the latest e1it must 
vo to making preliminary arrangements for its employment. and 
what proportion will find its way eventually into the so-called pro- 
ductive fund of the institution, cannot be told at this time. Uaut, 
with the Rockefeller gifts now aggregating $35,000,000, and $7,000,- 
000 from other sources, over and above the ordinary receipts, it 
is fair to infer that Clicago University, from a #nancial point of 
view, Will soon rank among the very richest of educational estab- 
lishiments. 

It is pleasant to imagine the coming of the time when we shall 
hear less of the universities in connection with their financial affairs 
and more of them in connection with their educational aclievements. 
Some of them have already reached the point where a desire for 
mere bigness has given place to a settled aspiration tor efficiency. 
These, however, are among the older foundations. They have long 
since become secure: they have long since outgrown ail tear ot 
rivalry; they are completely out of the competitive field; their great 
aim is: for excellence rather than material growth. 

All this is commendable and as it should be. Thinking people 
will welcome the day when all universities and colleges and schools 
may give their undivided attention to the advancement of learning. 
But the greater part of the country is still very young. “Most of 
it, from the higher educational point of view, is still in the planting 
period, and the plants require careful cultivation and constant water- 
ing» There are evidences of sturdy growth on all sides. It 1s the 
opinion of the shrewd and successful business man who has done 
so much for the University of Chicago that that institution can now, 
practically, stand alone. This means a great deal for advanced 
education in the middle West. It means a great deal for the future 
of an institution founded only yesterday, as it were, upon the 
remains of a college which, though having but a fraction of the 
size and consequence of its successor, yet fell short of its purposes 
because it was somewhat in advance of the times.
